Skippered  by  Head  Coach  Brennan  and  aided  in  his  first  trip  at 
the  helm  by  first  mates  Cavallo,  Vickery,  and  Pierce,  the  Harbor 
ship  sailed  through  its  1957  schedule  intact  to  become  the  Co-Champs 
of  Class  ''C"  with  Marlboro.  Manned  by  an  experienced  crew  of

Graduation  1957  swept  away  Hingham's  entire  starting 
line-up  and  much  of  the  bench  strength,  leaving  local  hockey 
fans  with  a  great  deal  of  apprehension  about  the  possible 
success  of  future  hockey  teams.
